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The environment took more abuse in 1992-1993. Several oil spills, 
rising industrial pollution, and thousands and thousands of acres of 
forest were destroyed. Several natural disasters also struck, most notably 
Hurricane Andrew and Iniki. 

Hurricane Andrew(previous page) carved its way through the Bahamas 
and hit south Florida with a powerhouse intensity before moving into 
Louisiana. The hurricane’s 54-hour rampage, the most expensive natural 
disaster ever to hit this country, left an estimated 180,000 homeless in 
Florida alone. It was a harrowing time, as t^ns of thousands of people 
tried to evacuate the Miami area and thousands more rode the storm out 
in shelters and boarded-up homes. At least 51 deaths were directly 
attributed to the storm - 41 in Florida and 10 in Louisiana. The amount 
of damage was estimated at $20 billion in Florida and nearly $2 billion 
in Louisiana. Maybe this was the Earth’s way of reciprocating 
mankind’s efforts. 

On a more positive note, the Environmental Protection Agency issued rules 
aimed at curbing industrial air pollution(lower left photo). The new rules 
outlined when businesses must obtain state pollution control permits under 
the Clean Air Act. Environmental groups, such as the Sierra Club, lead the 
charge against polluters. The Clean Air Act requires businesses to meet new 
clean air requirements by reducing toxic emissions and releases that 
contribute to smog. This act requires states to issue pollution and control 
permits. These controls enpower the EPA to monitor state programs to 
make certain they comply with federal regulations. 

The Shetland Island Oil Spill(left photo) was one of several careless oil 
spills caused by negligence. The oil spill devastated miles and miles of coast 
line as well as many inhabitants of the ocean. Clean up costs were estimated 
at several billion dollars. 

Finally, the method of clearing timber known as clear-cutting(below) came 
under fire from environmentalists. It is hoped that this method of timber 
removal will be illegal by the end of 1993. Environmental groups want to 
protect the prime sanctuary for many threatened species. 









Politics played a major role in the 1992-1993 school 
year. Many important events and happenings 
highlighted this year. It was a year that introduced 
many new faces to the political forum including Ross 
Perot, a new Secretary General of the United Nations, 
and a new Prime Minister for Israel. 

Itszak Rabin, (top right) Israel’s Prime Minister, was 
Chief of Staffwhen the army captured the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip 25 years ago. As the newly elected 
Prime Minister, he pledged to be the peacemaker 
who would resolve the future of those territories. The 
70 year-old Rabin previously was Premier from 1974- 
1977. In a speech to Parliament, not long after his 
June election, he let it be known that Israel had a new 
boss with a hard-nosed approach to Mid East 
peacemaking. Rabin said he wanted peace in the 
Middle East, As part of that goal, he stressed the 
importance of stopping the spread of nuclear weapons 
7 in that part of the world. It was one more reason he 
said, “for the urgent need to end the Arab-Israeli 
Conflict. 

In 1992, Boutros Boutros-Gali(bottom right) 
became the world’s top diplomat — the Secretary 
General of the United Nations. The former Egyptian 
j Deputy Prime Minister quickly earned high marks 
for firmness and new ideas. The 69-year-old diplomat 
was chosen by the Security Council as a transitional, 
compromise figure and is expected to serve only one 
five-year term.

Although sometimes referred to as the “Supremes 
of the 90’s”, no one grabs center stage. Terry Ellis, Dawn Robinson, 
Cindy Herron and Maxine Jones take turns singing lead. Their rich 
sound graces several styles on “Funky Divas”, from hip hop and rhythm 
and blues to rap and rock. 
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Garth Brooks, (left) whose introspective songs and rousing 
concerts lifted country music to new heights, was voted top entertainer 
by his peers for the second year in a row in 1992. The 30-year-old 
superstar managed to top both the country and the pop charts with his 
album “Ropin’ in the Wind” which sold over 9 million copies 

Guns N’ Roses (above) was a heavy-metal group that had a 
tendency to get a little rowdy during their concerts. At one such event in 
St. Louis, 40 concert-goers and 25 police officers were injured in a melee 
that erupted after Axl Rose leapt from the stage to take a camera from a 
fan, abruptly ending the show. He was arrested in July, 1992 and 
charged with four misdemeanor assault counts. The group’s latest 
single, “November Rain,” was at the top of the charts in September.

Their great efforts 
are appreciated by not only 
the University, but by the in- 
coming freshmen as well. 
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The Residence Life Staff is 
dedicated to providing an 
atmosphere that is beneficial to 
a student’s social, academic, and 
individual needs. The resident 
advisors are responsible for 
teaching new students how to 
use the resources on campus.

The Men’s Basketball team finished the season with an overall record 
of thirteen wins and fifteen losses. This record is not a true representation of 
the team’s ability, as they placed fourth in the NECC division with a 7-7 
record. This assured the Chiefs’ homecourt in the first round of the NECC 
tournament. They advanced to the semi-finals, where they lost to the even- 
tual champion New Hampshire College. 

For the first time ever, a UMASS Lowell student received the NECC 
Rookie of the year award. Broderick (Rick) Spencer was chosen for this award 
for the ’92-’93 season. This was only one of his accomplishments. Spencer 
finished the season second in scoring with 12.8 ppg, a total of 358 points. He 
also led the team with 83 three-pointers. Captain A.J. Hoff led the team in 
scoring with 15.5 ppg, and a total of 435 points. He also grabbed more 
rebounds than anyone else with 203. A.J. also led the team in field goal 
percentage, shooting 54% from the floor. Spencer Staggs led the team with 
55 steals and also dished out 68 assists, second only to Anton Marchand. 
Marchand led the way for the Chief s compiling 69 assists. Willie Collins led 
the team in blocks with 12. Zach Zegarowski led the team with the highest 
free throw percentage (based on 50 or more attempts) shooting 80.8% from 
the line.
